Form Subsidy 
Limit Fails 
in Senate

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate, approving a three-year 
$3.5 billion agriculture authori- 
zation bill, has rejected over- 
whelmingly an attempt to im- 
pose a $20,000 limit on subsidies 
paid farmers for not farming. 


The action virtually assures 


adoption of a $55,000 per-crop 
limit on cotton, feed grain and 
wheat subsidies. No ceiling has 
ever been placed on the pay- 
ments. 


By a 44-20 vote, the Senate 


Tuesday reversed an earlier de- 
cision in which the $20,000 ceil- 
ing had been written into the ag- 
riculture 
appropriations 
bill. 


The big authorization bill then 
was passed by a 64-7 vote. 


The bill now goes to a confer- 


ence with the House which 
passed a different version. But 
the House bra also includes the 
$55,000 subsidy limit.

Yellville has a new industry, a 
two-man operation that manu- 
factures cars. 


Howard Evans of Yellville, 


owner of the Yellvill Tire and 
Retread store, recently expand- 
ed his operation to include the 
construction of Arkansas' an- 
swer to the dune-buggy — the 
Ridge-Runner. 


Evans named the custom ve- 


hicle "Ridge-Runner" because 
"we've sure got plenty of ridges 
in this area. I just didn't think 
that a name like dune-buggy 
would be practical." 


Evans, with the assistance of 


his one-man work force, Dale 
Watkins, converts slightly dam- 
aged Volkswagens into "light- 
weights, easy-to-handle, practi- 
cal, do-every things." The fin- 
ished product, a short, squat ve- 
hicle with a flowing Fiberglas 
body, is an ideal all-around ve- 
hicle for this area, Evans said. 


"The Ridge-Runner will fit 


into the profile of North Arkan- 
sas," he said. "It can be used as 
a delivery car, or as a small 
Jeep on a farm or just to run 
to the store. It has no limita- 
tions as to its versitility." 


Open only a short time, How- 


ward's Custom Car shop has al- 
ready turned out two Ridge- 
Runners. 


Two additional vehicles are in 


various stages of completion. 


The first step in construction 


of a Ridge-Runner is to "chop" 
the chassis by cutting the frame 
in half and shortening it. A 
shorter chassis "makes for bet- 
ter handling and gives a short- 
er turn radius," he said.

Somewhere, the hand of fate

the AP's national player of the 
week. 


It would have been hard for

The Big Four's ambassadors 


to the United Nations have con- 
tinued meetings in New York to 
discuss the Middle East-their 
last meeting was Monday—but 
emphasis shifted to Jarring's 
peace efforts after the U.S. plan 
was accepted by Egypt, Israel 
and Jordan. 


The American plan called for 


a 90-day cease-fire and indepen- 
dent talks between special U.N. 
envoy Gunnar V. Jarring and 
representatives of Egypt, Israel 
and Jordan, the principal war- 
ring nations. Israel, claiming 
Egypt had violated the cease- 
fire by moving antiaircraft mis- 
siles into a standstill zone along 
the Suez Canal, withdrew from 
the talks Sept. 6 with a demand 
that the missiles be removed. 


Riad said Egypt believes "the 


American initiative has never 
started since it was practically 
rejected by Israel from the first 
moment." 


Regarding the cease-fire, the 


foreign minister said: "Egypt 
accepted the temporary cease- 
fire to facilitate the Jarring 
mission. If Ambassador Jarring 
could start his work to imple- 
ment the U.N. Security Council 
resolution of November, 1967, 
then we would welcome this and 
cooperate fully with Ambassa- 
dor Jarring and continue to give 
him all facilities needed."

CONWAY, Ark. (AP) - A 


State College of Arkansas of- 
ficial said Tuesday that a re- 
cent audit conducted by the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare was only a 
series of questions the college 
has not yet answered. 


The HEW report indicated 


that $112,000 in federal funds 
had been misused by SCA of- 
ficials. The audit also ques- 
tioned the use of an additional 
$83,625 in salaries and indirect 
program costs. 


"I am optimistic that we will 


reduce the amount in question 
to a small fraction of that list- 
ed in the report," said William 
H. Osborne, director of re- 
search at SCA. "And, my op- 
timism is based on success— 
not hope." 


Osborne said that a week ago 


the college "received notice 
that a question which appears 
in the audit report will be re- 
solved in the college's favor. 
Since this question amounted to 
$20,000, the actual amount is 
$92,350." 


Osborne stressed the report's 


recommendations are 
"ques- 


tions, not decisions." 


The federal audit, a 40-page 


document, noted more than 33 
specific expenditures it said 
were of an irregular nature ac- 
cording to HEW guidelines. 
They included: 


—Purchase of library books 


not related to institutes for 
which they were paid. 


—Payment to students not en- 


rolled in the institute for which 
they were paid. 


—Expenditures for an unau- 


thorized luncheon. 


—Undocumented field trips, 


including traveling expenses to 
an English institute in Houston, 
Tex., and a trip to Hattiesburg, 
Miss. 


—Overcharges of $13,400 for 


use of the college's audio visual 
services for federal programs. 


—Misappropriated 
salaries, 


including the application of a 
salary to program costs, and 
the apparent drawing by one in- 
structor of his full salary and 
the greater part of another sal- 
ary. 


Osborne said most of the ex- 


penditures criticized were for 
programs—some of them begun 
on a crash basis at HEW's urg- 
ing—for which guidelines were 
only recently issued.

The forum for Nixon's cam- 


pus speech was an annual pub- 
lic affairs lecture honoring 83- 
year-old Alfred M. Landon, for-

Republican governor of 


Kansas and candidate for presi- 
dent in 1936. 


Pat Bosco, president of the 


Kansas State student body, was 
quoted before Nixon arrived as 
being confident the President 
would not be confronted with vi- 
olent reaction but rather with 
"constructive dissent." 


Nixon last appeared on a uni- 


versity campus May 28 when 
hecklers were out-shouted by 
supporters at a revival session 
led by the Rev. Billy Graham at 
the University of Tennessee sta- 
dium. 


The Chicago plans were for 


Nixon to play host to publishers, 
editors and broadcasters invited 
by the White House to a not-for- 
quotation background briefing 
by key Nixon aides on affairs at 
home and abroad. 


The President and Mrs. Nixon 


arranged to stay overnight at 
Chicago's Sheraton Blackstone 
Hotel. Thursday morning, the 
President meets with the edito- 
rial board of the common-own- 
ership Chicago Sun-Times and 
Daily News, and, in the after- 
noon, the editorial board of the 
Chicago Tribune and Chicago 
Today, also operating under 
common management. 


The Nixons are due back in 


Washington Thursday evening. 


The latest Nixon foray into 


the Midwest, while ostensibly 
nonpolitical, could not be di- 
vorced from the off-year elec- 
tion campaign. 
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Philbin, 72, a 28-year House vet- 
eran and second senior Demo- 
crat on the Armed Services 
Committee, was ousted from 
Congress by the Rev. Robert F.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — A 


royalist military regime, domi- 
nated by British-trained Field 
Marshal Habis Majall, took 
power in Jordan today and im- 
posed martial law to put an end 
to the threat of civil war.

neim Rlfai, who resigned Tues- 
day night. 


The new government, clearly 


acting under Majali's control, is 
headed by Brig. Mohammed 
Daoud, a Palestinian from Jeru- 
salem, as prune minister. He is 
said to be fiercely loyal to the 
ting.
